Having crossed the Atlantic ocean, 
the Briti.sh dirigible R-100 made fast 
time today over landlocked w^aters 
toward Qu ebec and Montreal. 
The R-100 left Cardington, Eng­ 
land, at 9 :45 p. m. E. S. T. Mon­ 
day and at 9 :39 p. m. last night 
made its landfall at Belle Isle, an 
island off the coast of Labrador, 
having travelled 2,278 miles, most 
of it over the ocean in a few min­ 
u tes less than 48 hou rs. 
At 12:25 
a. m. today the airship passed the 
steam ship Du chess of York in the 
Gu lf of St. Lawrence. 
Its speed 
then was 70 knots. 
Direct 
wireless 
commu nication 
w'as established between the R-100 
and the government radio station 
at St. H u bert airport at 8 a. m. 
(E.S.T.) today. 
A message from the airship timed 
7 a. m. said It was approximately 
550 
miles 
from 
Montreal. 
The 
dirigible was flying at a height of 
1,500 feet. 
Those aboard the R-100 wanted a 
good 
smoke more 
than 
anything 
else when the great craft passed 
over the Du chess of York. 
A radio message from the air­ 
ship said: 
“Everything OK. Making abou t 70 
knots grou nd speed. Shall be glad to 
reach Montreal and partake of a 
good smoke." 
Its cou rse from Belle Isle to its 
destination at the airport here, a 
distance of 9 48 miles lay in a direct 
line over the Straits of Belle Isle 
which separates Newfou ndland from 
the province of Qu ebec, over the 
Gu lf of St. Lawrence and u p the 
St. Lawrence river, over the city 
of Qu ebec to the airport of 
St. 
Hu bert, ou tside Montreal. 
Officials at the airport expected 
the dirigible w^ou ld arrive abou t 4 
p. m. today or possibly sooner as 
favorable w’eather conditions over 
the St. Lawrence evidently permit­ 
ted an increase of speed. 
Elaborate 
arrangem ents 
were 
made at the airport for the arrival. 
A tall mooring low^er, with move- 
able arm cables and winches, wa^ 
carefu lly tested by the crew of 12 
men. 
A .small army of soldiers and po­ 
lice was encamped within the air­ 
port enclosu re to gu ard the R-100 
and handle the crowds. 
Arrival of the R-100 by 4 p. m. to­ 
day wou ld give her the biggest air­ 
ship, the record for east-w^est cross­ 
ing of the Atlantic by a dirigible 
as she w'ou ld consu me 64 hou rs on 
the 3,200 mile jou rney.

The Reds attacked from the banks 
of the Siang river as the Palos was 
approaching the Commu nist-ravish­ 
ed city to make a su rvey of the 
ru ins. Opening fire with 100 rifles 
and 10 machine gu ns, the Commu n­ 
ists showered the Palos with bu l­ 
lets. 
Cau ght in close qu arters and u n­ 
able to tu rn back, the Palos brou ght 
her three-inch rifles and machine 
gu ns into action, firing Into the 
attackers at close range. 
The battle raged for an hou r be­ 
fore the Commu nists were silenced. 
The attackers had taken u p posi­ 
tions behind shacks and in u nder- 
grow’th along the bank.

There are many things which can ‘ 
be done on y our lawn and around 
y our shrubbery during the month of 
August that is just as well done 
now as in the sp ring, and often 
times oetter. 
An ideal time to seed 
y our lawn is in August. 
If y ou ^ 
have p atches of crab grass in y our 
lawn, now is the time to get rid 
of them. 
If y ou v/ii: take a hoe or 
a sharp shovel and skin every bit 
of the crab ; rass off at least one- 
half inch below the top , and re­ 
move this, y ou will get rid of the 
crab grass entirely . The crab grass 
is just commencing to make seed 
now. 
This is a much better time 
to get rid of crab grass than it is 
in the sp ring. 
If y ou will literally 
skin the p atches which are covered ^ 
with crab grass right now, and re- ' 
move every p article of grass from 
the soil, y ou can stop all seeding 
of crab grass.
